Next shuttle flight may 
be ahead of schedule

With the sweet taste of success from 
th e f i r s t space shuttle separation flight, 
NASA officials have indicated they fhay 
fly the next free flight ahead of schedule. 
At a post-flight press conference Fri­ 
day Deke Slayton, program director of 
the Approach and Landing Tests, said 
the smoothness of the initial free flight 
could allow earlier rescheduling of the 
next separation maneuver, on tap for 
Aug 
30, according to the master 
schedule. 
NASA spokeswoman Trudy Tiedeman 
said this morning that although “ there is 
a possibility (the flight) could go earlier, 
officially it is still Aug. 30.” Tiedeman 
said a decision would probably be made 
later this week 
The next free flight will test essential­ 
ly the same capabilities of orbiter 
Enterprise the Friday flight examined — 
high and low speed inputs, speed brak­ 
ing, turn maneuverability and landing. 
At the press conference, Slayton said 
he could foresee at least three more free 
flights. Besides the Aug. 30 date, he men­ 
tioned flights on Sept. 15 and Oct. 13. 
Slayton pointed out that the approach 
and landing tests have been trimmed by 
their own success since the initial taxi 
test Feb 15 of this year. The unmanned 
captive tests were reduced from six to 
five followed by the manned captive 
tests, dropped from five to three. 
Asked to evaluate the significance of 
the first free flight. Slayton spelled it out 
in simple terms. 
“ To me, there are two critical points 
to a flight — one is getting it off the 
ground and the other is getting it back

Burma — Maurice D Bean, 48, of Los 
Angeles, a career diplomat who has 
served in Djakarta, Bangkok, Manila 
and most recently senior foreign service 
inspector here, succeeding David L.

The Bahamas — William B. Schwartz 
Jr., 55, president of an Atlanta real es­ 
tate investment firm since 1969, succeed­ 
ing Jack B. Olson 
Vice chairman of Equal Employment

Deputy director of National Science — 
George C. Pimentel, 55, a native of

down safely. This represents an integral 
part of the mission. 
“ I think the shuttle is going to be a 
m ainstay of our space program for a 
good many years,” added Slayton, “ and 
this was an important first step.” 
Orbiter pilot Fred Haise and co-pilot 
Gordon Fullerton said the pioneer flight 
was almost routine 
“ We have made over 1,000 runs of that 
flight in various kinds of machinery and 
a lot more things went wrong during 
simulation than today,” said the civilian 
commander Haise. 
“ It flies like a good fighter plane,” 
Fullerton claimed, “ rather than a tran­ 
sport plane which in reality is what it is. 
It was very crisp and very stable.” 
The pilot of the 747 transport carrier, 
Fitz Fulton said from his vantage point 
the separation was smoother than he ex­ 
pected 
“ We had fun carrying them on our 
back,” said a grinning Fulton, “ but we 
were glad to get them off.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter talked with former President 
Gerald Ford today and ate lunch with 
former Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer in an apparent attempt to drum up 
support for the new Panama Canal trea­ 
ties. 
Carter told Kissinger in the White 
House Oval Office that he had spoken by 
telephone with Ford. 
“ We’ve got obviously just an absolute 
continum of what you and he started 
(and) we re trying to proceed with in 
South Africa, the Mideast, China, 
Panama and many other things,” Carter 
told Kissinger 
“ I've always believed foreign policy is 
a bipartisan enterprise,” Kissinger said. 
“ So do I,” said Carter, who planned to 
leave later today for a week’s vacation 
at Camp David, Md . with his wife and 
family 


Haise said it was his pessimism which 
caused the Enterprise to touch down 
later than expected. He said on the ap­ 
proach he ignored test predictions which 
would have set the orbiter down just 
about on the projected site. 
“ But, I would rather be long than short 
anyhow,” Haise said The orbiter not 
only landed late, but it also rolled out for 
more than two miles — longer than ex­ 
pected. 


The only complication of the flight is 
still under investigation. 
Fullerton disclosed at the press con­ 
ference that just after separation one of 
the computers aboard the orbiter drop­ 
ped off The computer was one of four 
which work in concert, and the co-pilot 
said the other three were able to handle 
the load without any problems. 
Tiedeman said they are still looking at 
the computer this morning and have not 
yet determined the cause of the malfunc­ 
tion. 


Ronn Iverson of KBIK said the soun­ 
dathon had been organized because the 
youth sports programs were so impor­ 
tant to the community, “ We want to help 
to replenish them.” 


“ I think with maximum effort, we can 
raise all the money the kids will need,” 
said Janecek. 
As of Friday, the recovery fund at the 
First Valley Bank of Lompoc had some 
$9,936 60. Some $50,000 worth of equip­ 
ment was destroyed in the fire July 3.

Ford has thus far declined to make a 
statement in support of the treaties turn­ 
ing the canal over to Panama by the year 
2000 and preserving U.S. protective 
rights over the waterway. 
Reporters were permitted to attend 
only a few moments of Carter’s meeting 
with Kissinger. 


Throughout the Nixon and Ford ad­ 
m inistrations, Kissinger was in­ 
timately involved in the treaty negotia­ 
tions, which have been held off and on for 
13 years. 
Carter also planned to see Budget 
Director Bert Lance today for the first 
time in two weeks to discuss government 
reorganization plans. 


T EL AVIV, Israel (U PI) - Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin insisted today 
his government’s decision to extend 
Israeli public services to the occupied 
West Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip 
does not reflect any intention to annex 
the area. 
Begin said Sunday’s cabinet decision 
was a “ humanitarian” move, “ which 
every man who believes in human 
progress and justice should hail," and 
added he does not expect any adverse 
reaction from the United States. 
The action gives the nearly a million 
Arabs living in the West Bank of Jordan 
and Gaza Strip the same rights to 
government services and protection 
enjoyed by Israeli citizens. 
The opposition Labor party condemned 
the move because of its timing in an 
overall criticism of Begin’s relationship 


Son of Sam' 
suspect indicted 
for murder 


N E W Y O R K ( U P I ) - David 
Berkowitz, accused by police of being 
“ Son of Sam,” the .44 caliber killer, to­ 
day was indicted by a Brooklyn grand 
jury for murder in the July 31 slaying of 
Stacy Moskowitz. 
Berkowitz, who was arrested outside 
his Yonkers, N.Y.. home last Wednes­ 
day, was charged with murder, attempt­ 
ed murder in the wounding of Miss 
Moskowitz’ date, Robert Violante, 
felonious assault and criminal posses­ 
sion of a weapon. 
Brooklyn District Attorney Eugene 
Gold said Berkowitz would be arraigned 
on the charges Tuesday morning. 
The indictment dealt only with the 
fatal shooting of Miss Moskowitz. who 
was ambushed as she sat in a parked car 
on a dark street in Brooklyn’s Ben- 
sonhurst section in the last “ Son of Sam" 
attack 
Grand juries in Queens and the Bronx 
will consider evidence in seven previous 
ambushes, which began July 29, 1976. 
The 24-year-old postal worker, accused 
of killing six persons and wounding seven 
others in a year-long reign of terror, to­ 
day continued undergoing psychiatric 
evaluation at Kings County Hospital. 
If convicted, Berkowitz could be 
sentenced to 25 years to life in prison 


PLO approves 
state link 
with Jordan 


B EIR U T . Lebanon (U P I) - The 
Palestine Liberation Organization today 
aroused new hopes for an Arab-Israeli 
peace, saying it favors a Palestinian 
state linked to Jordan and may drop its 
demands to attend the Geneva peace 
talks 
But in announcing the PLO ’s second 
policy moderation in a week, Farouk 
Kaddoumi, the PLO’s foreign minister, 
charged recent U.S. and Israeli peace 
moves were a cover for Israeli war 
preparations. 
“ We must not let the Americans and 
the Israelis fool us," Kaddoumi said. 
“ We must keep our finger on the trigger 
because gun language is the only 
language American imperialism under­ 
stands.” 
Kaddoumi told Monday Morning, an 
English language weekly journal, the 
PLO may accept a Palestinian state 
linked in some sort of confederation to 
Jordan and hinted it may abandon its de­ 
mands to attend the Geneva conference. 
“ We are in favor of a link between that 
(Palestinian) state and Jordan because 
the Jordanians and the Palestinians are 
one people,” he said, but added the state 
must first be established as an indepen­ 
dent nation. 
His statements on a Palestinian state 
— probably on West Bank of the Jordan 
and the Gaza Strip — reversed the PLO ’s 
rejection of a similar proposal last 
month by President Carter and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 
Kaddoumi also said the issue of 
whether the PLO would be included in 
the stalled Geneva talks — a demand 
rejected by Israel.

Lompoc residents may be getting a 
small break on their electric bills. 
The city has received a $129,265 check 
from Pacific Gas & Electric Co., for 
overcharges in both basic rates and fuel 
cost adjustments which range from May 
1, 1973 to Jan 1, 1977 
The refund combined with $46,881 in 
credit the city will receive on its electric 
bill pushes the total rebate to $176,146. 
However this has been reduced by 
$34,904 in legal fees used to fight the 
cases, shaving the final refund to 
$141,242 
A variety of suggestions have been 
mentioned for use of the cash, including 
a direct or indirect refund to city power 
customers and capital improvement in 
the form of a new electrical substation. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
he would make no recommendations for 
use of the refund to City Council. But 
several councilmembers said they 
wanted to see the bulk of the money 
returned to the citizens 
“ That money has just got to go back to 
the people.” said Councilman Charles 
Ward. “ The city is going to have to break 
my arm to get that money,” claimed the 
local attorney, noting that “ the city has 
indicated it wanted to build a sub­ 
station " 
“ It seems unfair to an individual who 
moved to Nebraska last year who paid 
that unfair cost,” said Ward, “ But it is 
no more equitable to that individual to 
build a substation.” 
Ward said he wanted to see $100,000 of 
the refund returned to the people with 
the remaining $41,000 allocated for mid­ 
street lighting in the city. 
Councilman Joe Valencia said he 
would like to see the mid-street lighting 
completely funded before any citizen 
rebate 
The project, he said has been 
projected to cost between $70,000 and 
$75,000 
“ Some of these areas where the 
streets are not lighted,” Valencia said, 
“ are not the most expensive areas, but it 
is my contention that we are all created 
equal here and that we would all benefit 
from it.” 
Valencia said he wanted the rest of the 
refund returned to residents who were 
overcharged — not just a flat rebate to 
all city power customers. 
Lompoc Mayor Charlotte Benton said 
she was waiting for an estimate on just 
how much each citizen would receive in 
a refund before making any decision 


“ If it comes down to just a little bit, it 
would be spread very thin and not do 
much good.” 
Benton also disclosed she had received 
a letter from vacationing Councilman 
E C. Stevens indicating he favored giv­ 
ing all the refund back to the citizens. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz could 
not be reached for comment. 
Council will discuss the fate of the re­ 
fund at the City Council’s regular

Lance could have 
trouble selling stock 


WASHINGTON ( UPI ) - Budget 
Director Bert Lance, center of a federal 
probe into his banking activities, could 
face complications in selling some 
200,000 shares of Georgia bank stock 
because of a Federal Reserve Board 
decision Sunday. 


The board routinely placed National 
Bank of Georgia stock on a margin list, 
limiting its loan collateral value to 50 per 
cent of its market value. Normally, 
there is no limit on such collateral value. 
In addition to possibly complicating 
sale of the Georgia stock, the action also 
could have an impact on the $3.4 million 
loan Lance got seven months ago from 
the First National Bank of Chicago. He 
used the Georgia stock as part of the 
collateral for the Chicago loan. 
President Carter — who said in an in­ 
terview Sunday he was confident his 
Georgia friend and Cabinet appointee 
would “ step aside” if wrongdoing is un­ 
covered — was scheduled to meet with 
Lance in the Oval Office this afternoon. 
But the meeting with Lance and 
Deputy Budget Director James McIn­ 
tyre was described as a pre-arranged 
talk on government reorganization, un­ 
related to Lance's financial problems. 


The New York Times, meanwhile, 
reported today that Internal Revenue 
Service agents were investigating the 
handling of Lance’s banking affairs by 
officials of the Comptroller of the 
Currency’s office.

County water authorities 
have received the first response 
from 26 water purveyors 
queried as to the extent to 
which they may be potential 
subscribers for state project 
water — and the answer in this 
case is against making any cm- 
mitment at this time. 
The Santa Maria V alley 
Water Conservation District, 
replying to the County Flood 
Control and Water Conserva­ 
tion 
D istrict’s widespread 
query of May 16 authorized by 
the county supervisors, ex­ 
plained the district is operating 
a ground water recharge 
project without a delivery 
system, district taxing capacity 
is limited, and the cost of State 
Project water is viewed as be­ 
ing “ so high that the taxpayers 
would not approve of the 
purchase for ground water 
recharge purposes.” 
Replies from the other 26 en­ 
titles — which include county 
water districts, city water 
departments, water conserva­ 
tion districts, and other special 
districts, private water com­ 
panies, mutual water com­ 
panies. 
federal agencies, 
private agricultural enterprises 
and potential agencies con­ 
templating formation — are 
sought by the Sept. 20 at 5 p m 
deadline. 
The input from these 26 en­ 
tities are seen by the county 
supervisors and County Water 
Agency 
Engineer-Manager 
Charles Lawrance as being key 
information to enable the 
county to spell out its future 
course regarding state water 
importation. 
The supervisors, as directors 
of the Flood Control and Water 
C onservation D is tric t — 
signatory body with the State 
Water Project — are now 
pushing staff to assemble 
programs and data that would 
be the prelude to a possible 
State water bond election in 
November, 1978. and a decision 
to push for design of a coastal 
aqueduct in 1979 to bring water 
into any county distribution 
system.

Water District 
manager Bob Lieberkneeht said 
that a moratorium would be 
likely to more landowners 
resorting to private wells. 
Santa Maria Valley Water 
Conservation District president 
Dario Ferini told county water 
authorities that his board felt 
that high-cost State Project 
water “ should be purchased 
directly bv the ultimate users 


rather than by this district for 
ground water recharge.” 
He also cited the belief that 
the cost of state water, insofar 
as Santa Maria Valley was con­ 
cerned, 
“ lim its potential 
purchasers 
to 
municipalities 
and public utilities who supply 
water for municipal and in­ 
dustrial uses.” 
Femini added: 
“ We believe that agricultural 
interests in the Santa Maria

His request came on the heels 
of reports that Gov Brown’s of­ 
fice. some key legislators and 
the gas industry, are in agree­ 
ment on a bill giving the State 
Public Utilities Commission 
power to make a final decision 
on the LNG site 


This agreement had been dis­ 
closed by Assembly Speaker 
Leo McCarthy D-San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It was learned that 
details of the powers to be given 
PUC would be drafted into SB 
1081 - the bill of Sen Alfred 
Alquist D-San Jose, which has 
been passed by the State 
Senate. 
The County Board of Super­ 
visors earlier went on record as 
objecting strenuously to plans 
emenating from Gov. Brown’s 
office that would by-pass 
county voice in the matter of a 
site for the tanker port and gas- 
sification plant if Pt. Concep­ 
tion was given priority. 
The new development accen­ 
tuates the speedup process seen 
needed by the Brown Ad­ 
ministration to getting a site 
approved. Gov Brown had run 
into a buzzsaw of opposition 
following 
state red-tape 
procedures which resulted in 
loss of a projected huge Dow 
Chemical complex in the past 
year 
Reports from Sacramento 
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state that legislation now being 
drafted into SB 1081 would give 
the State Coastal Commission 
powers of setting conditions, 
but strip it of any site selection 
authority. 
The new program of pushing 
through a Pt Conception site 
spells added complications for 
county officials in that the 
county has approved pacts 
totaling about $1 4-million to 
the consulting firm of A.D. Lit­ 
tle, Inc. and other consultants 
to draw up an extensive En­ 
vironmental Impact Report 
( E IR ) on impacts of a Pt. 
Conception facility. 
Such a report is required un­ 
der state environmental law, it 
was shown by those critical of 
the actions now being taken by 
Gov. Brown’s office.

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Moist air 
complicates 
fire battle 


United Press International 
Moist air today hampered the 
efforts of firefighters using 
“ backfires” in an effort to slow 
the two-week-old, 122,800-acre 
Big Sur blaze near the central 
California coast. 


In the north of the state two 
lightning-sparked forest fires 
spread with such intensity of­ 
ficials called for additional 
manpower. One blaze, the 
Fong-Hammel, has raged 
through 9,800 acres of douglas 
fir. The other, the Hog Ridge, 
has accounted for 2,500 acres of 
charred timber. 


The Big Sur fire, named Mar­ 
ble Cone, has been spreading a 
half mile a day on its north and 
southeast sections, and most of 
the 5,700 firemen pressed into 
service have been concentrated 
in those areas. 


Federal officials said lines 
have been established around 
105 miles of the flames with 14 
miles still unchecked. The high 
humidity in the rugged valleys 
made it difficult for the crews 
to 
lau n ch 
e ffe c tiv e 
“ backfires.” 


The California Division of 
Forestry warned Sunday that 
the 2,000 residents of Carmel 
Valley — eight miles from the 
north end of the holocaust — to 
clean dried leaves from their 
roofs and from around their 
homes as a precautionary 
measure. 


The CDF said there was a 
secure fire line established 
between the blaze and the tiny 
community, but a spokesman 
said if the fire crosses the line, 
residents w ill be given a 
minimum of 12-hours' notice 
for evacuation 


A few unoccupied summer 
homes in Miller Canyon, also in 
the northern sector of Marble 
Cone, were surrounded by the 
fire, but a spokesman said a 
fire line had been established 
around them and the buildings 
were in no immediate danger. 


The blaze has already pushed 
into the Carmel River Valley 
Watershed area and caused 
millions of dollars of damage. 
Without the trees and brush 
there will be a danger of 
flooding and mud slides from 
the winter rains

SB disaster designation 
possible with Brown push 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
and his Janata colleagues 


NEW D ELH I, India (U P I) - 
India celebrated its 30th year of 
independence today in a spirit 
of fading hopes over the ability 
of the new government to erase 
its age-old curse of poverty. 
It was the first Aug. 15 since 
Britain granted self-rule to the 
world’s second most populous 
nation in 1947 that the Congress 
party was out of power. 
The Janata party, a coalition 
hurriedly stitched together to 
fight former Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi, won an over­ 
whelming victo ry in last 
March’s parliamentary elec­ 
tions and runs the government 
now. 


In Calcutta, a man who pulls 
a rickshaw said he voted for the 
Janata party “ thinking it would 
help change things ” 
“ But I don't see any dif­ 
ferences,” he added. “ Life for 
me is still the same and the con­ 
dition of the roads is getting 
worse.” 
A messenger who lives with 
his parents, a brother, sister, a 
wife and in-laws — 11 persons in 
all — complained that inflation 
was driving his fam ily to 
borrow more money than they 
could afford 
“ Our budget for the month 
used to be 150 rupees ($16.66),” 
Jagannath Jhadav said in 
Bombay. “ Today it is 250 to 275 
rupees ($27.77 to $30.55). 


“ We have to get credit every 
month and the money we get 
does not increase that fast. So 
it’s a vicious circle of paying 
and getting more credit.” 
Mrs. Gandhi, sensing the 
changing mood in the country, 
is beginning to act like a politi­ 
cian again. 
She recently made a pilgrim­ 
age to the man considered the 
spiritual heir of Mahatma 
Gandhi and visited a town 
where a dozen untouchables 
were murdered a few months 
ago. 
Janata cabinet ministers and 
party officials argue they’ve 
only been in power five months 
and are just now getting down 
to the business of governing. 


SANTA BARBARA (U P I) - 
California Gov. Edmund G 
Brown Jr. says he understands 
President Carter will reconsid­ 
er designating a fire-ravaged 
area of this coastal town an 
emergency area if Brown sub­ 
mits a formal request. 


Brown said Sunday he will 
submit that request as soon as 
he gets final financial statistics 
from the Office of Emergency 
Services He said he heard from 
the White House last week 
about the possibility that the 
President would reconsider. 
Carter refused Brown’s in­ 
itial request, which would have 


made fire victims eligible for 
debris removal services and for 
use of mobile homes on their 
properties for up to a year 
while houses were being re­ 
built. 
. 
The blaze destroyed 234 ex­ 
pensive homes in the Mon- 
tecito area last month. 
The governor, who met with 
his energy commission in down­ 
town Santa Barbara, said the 
state might be able to help 
clean up debris from the blaze. 
“ I have the state Youth 
Conservation Corps standing by 
to aid in this,” he said. “ All I 
need is a request from the 
mayor of Santa Barbara.”

132.330 
persons signed a Tobacco In­ 
stitute statement that non- 
smokers deserve equal com­ 
fort, service, freedom from 
noise and access to exits, and 
that this can best be achieved 
by across-the-aisle 
seating.” 


Japan mourns 
war death toll 


TOKYO (U P I) - Emperor 
Hirohito. saying he still recalls 
the “ ache in my breast” at 
Japan s World War II death toll 
of 3.1 million, today led his na­ 
tion in mourning them 32 years 
after Japan surrendered 


But some Japanese who grew 
up in the postwar era said they 
had hardly “ any feeling” about 
Japan's loss to an enemy that 
twice unleashed the deadliest 
weapon in the history of war­ 
fare — the atomic bomb 


The 76-year old Emperor 
presided for the 15th year in a 
row offcr a solemn, nationally 
televised ceremony at Tokyo’s 
Budokan auditorium, attended 
by more than 5.000 relatives of 
Japanese war dead. 
“ When I think of the great 
numbers of people who dis­ 
persed to the battlefields to 
perish in the war and their 
bereaved families, I recall even 
now the ache in my breast,” the 
Emperor said 
But some younger Japanese 
were not so moved. 
“ I was bom on Aug 15, 1945, 
the day the war ended,” said 
Air Force First Lieutenant 
Akira Hayashi. “ If you don’t 
understand any of the deep 
emotions of the time, you don’t 
have any feeling ”

Energy plan still needs 
work, says Senator Long 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
version of President Carter’s 
energy plan that cleared the 
House needs work, according to 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La., 
chairman of the powerful 
Senate Finance Committee. 
“ I want to do what I can to 
ensure more production and 
more conservation,” Long said. 
“ I think the bill can be im­ 
proved in both areas.” 
Long devoted the first week 
of Congress’ August recess to 
hearings on tax provisions of 
the Carter program 
The legislation provides for a 
tax on fuel-inefficient cars, 
starting with 1979 models. It 
also would tax the crude oil 
which refiners buy and tax in­ 
dustry and utilities for the oil 
and gas they use, to encourage 
them to switch to coal and 
nuclear power. 
The bill offers tax breaks for 
spending on insulation, better 


furnaces 
or other “ wea- 
therizing” improvements in 
homes and businesses 
Long thinks the measure 
should be tougher on “ gas- 
guzzler” cars that get few 
miles per gallon. 
“ Basically, my thought is to 
apply it to more autos and apply 
a steeper rate,” he said “ It is 
hard to say what this commit­ 
tee is going to buy in that 
regard. I have no idea how the 
committee would vote on it.” 
Most of the criticism of the 
bill in the House and in Long’s 
committee has been that it has 
too few positive encourage­ 
ments for new exploration and 
production of energy. 
Long said he likes the idea of 
strengthening incentives 
“ What appeals to me is to 
say, ;We’U tax you. but we’ll 
give it back if you insulate or 
spend more money on produc­ 
tion. or whatever,’” he said

In Port Angeles, Washington, Sonny 
and Betty Hoffman met a couple in their 
mid-sixties from Georgia who were tour­ 
ing U.S. national parks on a motorcycle, 
pulling a trailer. 
“At that point. I stopped griping about 
the inconveniences of our motor home." 
Mrs Hoffman says. 
But inconveniences were few in the 28- 
foot Executive Diplomat motor home in 
which the Hoffmans recently returned 
from a three-and-a-one-half week. 4.400- 
mile trip to Canada. 
From here, the Hoffmans traveled 
through Oregon to Aberdeen. Wash 
where they met their friends, Harry and 
Bonnie Simpson, 289 Vega Ave., who 
would travel with them in their nearly 
identical motor home. 
Next stop was Crescent Beach. Wash., 
stopping for two nights before going to 
Port Angeles where they put their motor 
homes on a ferry into Canada. This cost 
them a base of $18 plus so much per 
person and so much per foot for their 
motor homes, adding up to $28 in all for 
the trip across. 
On Vancouver Island, they toured the 
Buchart Gardens and found them very 
beautiful. 
Strangely, for the ferry ride from Van­ 
couver Island over to the mainland of 
Canada, aboard the same type of ferry, 
they found the trip cost them only $24 for 
no explained reason. 
Everything in Canada is very expen­ 
sive. Mrs Hoffman says, though, with 
the rate 
of exchange, Americans get 
more Canadian money for their dollars 
and, she says, “that vanes from day-to- 
day just like the stock market.” While 
they were there, however, they received 
approximately $5 more per $100. 
At one point, gasoline was nearly $1 
per gallon — and they were getting 8Ws 
miles per gallon with their motor home. 
Food, they found, was high, too, with 
lettuce 59 cents a pound (not a head) in 
grocery stores. Eating out also was high 
as were rents 
And though they learned 
wages, too, were higher Mrs. Hoffman 
says the Canadians have been hit harder 
by inflation than we have here. 
They were extremely impressed with 
how clean the country was. “ You don’t 
see cans and trash along the highway as 
you do here,” she says, “but that could 
be because they even charge a deposit on 
cans,” 
And though they found so much water 
(“ rivers running everywhere”), still 
they had to ask for water in restaurants. 
As soon as they hit British Columbia, 
the travelers parked in provincial parks 
(we call “ state” parks) all along the 
way, always stopping first at tourist in­ 
formation stations where they were 
given a map of that province plus a 
catalogue of all the parks in it. 
In the parks they paid everything from 
“ nothing" to $3.50 per night. 
All 
firewood for each campsite is furnished 
free. And it seemed strange, Mrs. Hof­ 
fman says, to have campfires en­ 
couraged there because we’re so 
cautious about them here. "We actually 
felt nervous about it.” 
Each campsite had a barbecue pit and 
had been raked clean from the previous 
campers. 
When they hit the Canadian mainland, 
on their way to Jasper, the Hoffmans 
took a 24-mile sid etrip into the 
wilderness to see Dawson Falls, referred 
to as “Little Niagara” and which they 
found very beautiful. 
From Jasper, known for its jade 
mines, they drove past the ice fields 
(glaciers) which could be seen from the 
highway, to the popular tourist spots of 
Banff, Lake Louise and Emerald Lake in 


Yoho National Park and were impressed 
by the beautiful, clear water 
When they arrived in Calgary, they 
stopped at the first trailer park on the 
outskirts and found people “stacked like 
cordwood,’’ Mrs Hoffman says. 
So they called on their CB radio to find 
another place to stay and were told that 
a football stadium in Calgary had been 
opened for recreational vehicle parking. 
They were especially glad to move into 
town when they learned that had they 
remained at the crowded park on the out­ 
skirts, riding the inter-city buses would 
have cost them $16 per couple per day 
they were there. 
When they moved to the stadium, the 
bus stopped right there and it cost 75 
cents per person to go downtown 
But 
you had to have the correct change. 
“They kept whatever was left over,” 
Mrs. Hoffman says. 
Much of the crowded conditions was 
due to the Calgary Stampede to which 
the Hoffmans and Simpsons also had 
tickets. 
Thousands of people attended the 
event, according to Mrs. Hoffman, who 
said it commanded record breaking 
crowds this year. 
Asked to dress 
western, she said they all bought cowboy 
clothes for the “ huge carnival-type 
rodeo’’ master of ceremonies of which 
was television personality Ted Knight. 
At Calgary they also went up in the 
Calgary Tower from which they could 
see all of Calgary 
From Calgary, now on their way 
home, in Kalispell, Mont. they ran into a 
young couple from Lompoc and later 
met a Lompoc lady on the highway. 
At Flathead Lake, Mont Sonny fished 
for landlocked salmon which they cooked 
right there, camped on an Indian Reser­ 
vation where. Mrs. Hoffman says, lots of 
land is still owned by the Flathead In­ 
dians 
From there, they stopped at Reno for 
some fun and found the first really warm 


weather of the entire trip. Temperature 
all along the way had been no higher than 
65 degrees. 
Then home, again, where Mrs. Hof­ 
fman admits that in a motor home is “a 
great way to travel " 
Theirs has cruise control, stove with 
oven, central heating and air condition­ 
ing. microwave oven, tv, its own 
generator, bath with shower and water, 
of course. Though they found the water 
on their trip “ terrific,” the Hoffman’s 
did carry their own drinking water 
rather than risking a change 
They did not use their microwave oven 
on this trip and found that in Canada 
everything is cable tv so they couldn’t 
use their tv until they got back to the 
US 
Some other trips for those who still 
might be planning a Canadian vacation. 
If taking a CB into Canada. be sure and 
write for a Canadian license at least six 
weeks ahead of your trip. Without it, 
they’ll seal your unit at the border and 
you won’t be able to use it. 
If taking pets, also take their proof of 
rabies shots. 
Quite rigid restrictions exist on the 
amounts of firearm s, tobacco and 
alcoholic beverages which may be taken 
into or out of Cananda. 
Though the Hoffmans took along their 
birth certificates they found that the in­ 
formation on their driver’s licenses was 
sufficient. 
Everything else should be “happy 
motoring.”

Pack a safe picnic 


Having a meal in a lovely outdoor set­ 
ting is one of the joys of summer. Food 
infection from bacteria, however, can 
dim that joy. 


In planning your picnic, remember 
that the simpler the meal is. the safer it 
is likely to be. If you are in a mood to do 
fancy cooking, complete with cream 
sauces, custard fillings and other rich 
foods, prepare and serve such a meal at 
home where you can control the 
temperature at which your food is stored 
and served. Don’t plan such food for a 
picnic. 
Food that is kept at room temperature 
for any length of time becomes a 
breeding ground for a variety of 
bacteria, many of which can cause food 
poisoning — a disorder that can range 
from severe discomfort to acute danger. 
The interlude of time between when you 
prepare your food at home and when, 
having arrived at your destination, you 
finally eat your picnic is more than time 
enough for the bacteria to flourish 
If you are trying to keep food cool, it 
should be kept below 40 degrees; hot food 
should be above 140 degrees. 
An in­ 
sulated box with a tight-fitting cover will 
keep food cool for a short period of time, 
but ice melts rather quickly in hot 
weather and should be replaced often. If 
you can manage it, you are much safer 
using a small portable refrigerator 
which operates off your car battery. 


Here are some picnic safety pointers: 
— If you want to include cooked foods 
in your meal and you prefer to do the 
cooking at home, freeze the food when it 
is done and keep it frozen. When you are 
ready to eat, heat it. preferably to 165 
degrees. 
— Make your sandwiches at the picnic 
site, not at home. Your safest choice for 
fillings are meat products, chicken and 
meat salads, provided they have been 
kept in the original, unopened, vacuum- 
packed jar or can. Be sure to check the 
label to make sure that the contents do 
not require refrigeration 
— Include fresh fruits and vegetables 
in your picnic menu. Wash them before 
leaving home. 
— Bring your own drinking water. 
— Protect your food from flies and 
other contamination. 
— Don’t let anyone with sores, cuts or 
boils prepare the food, 
If someone in your group does develop 
food infection, it will probably first 
manifest itself by abdominal discomfort, 
diarrhea, headache, chills and fever 
If 
the onset is fairly rapid (within two 
hours after eating), it may help to try to 
get the victim to vomit by sticking a 
finger down his/her throat or having 
him/her drink a mixture of mustard and 
lukewarm water. If the illness does not 
develop until 
later (and it may be as 
long as 72 hours after eating the infected 
food), induced vomiting will not help. It 
is important to get the victim to a doctor 
as soon as possible since persistent 
vomiting and diarrhea can cause 
dehydration, and shock may develop. 
Picnics need not be spoiled by such dis­ 
asters. 
Keep them simple, and the 
chances are that they will be safe.

Raises for lawmakers legislative topic 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Pay 
hikes for legislators, a rate- 
setting agency for private 
hospitals and aerosol propel­ 
lants grab the attention of the 
legislature this week in com­ 
mittee hearings. 
The Senate Rules Committee 
Tuesday must decide whether 
to follow the lead of the As­ 
sembly and approve a bill that 
would increase legislators’ pay 
by 10 per cent — from $23.121 to 
$25,555 a year 
The measure (AB1396) by As­ 
semblyman Louis Papan, D- 
Daly City, won approval by the 
full Assembly shortly before 
the summer recess. It would 
take effect Dec 4. 1978, the 
firs t day of the 1979- 80 
legislative session 
In 1966, voters approved a 
ballot measure which set the 
pay at $16.000 a year and per­ 
mitted lawmakers to raise it 5 
per cent a year Three times 
since then they have passed a 
bill increasing the pay 10 per 
cent — an average of 5 per cent 
a year for six of the 10 years 
In addition to their salary, 
legislators receive a $30 per day 
expense allowance and use of a 
state-bought car 
A bill that would outlaw the 
sale and m anufacture of 
fluorocarbon aerosol sprays in 
California beginning in March 
1978 is scheduled for a hearing 
before the Senate Health and 
Welfare Committee Wednes­ 
day. 


The measure (AB236) by As­ 
semblyman John Vasconcel- 
los, D-San Jose, is designed to 
protect the fragile ozone at­ 
mospheric layer that scientists 
say filter out harm ful ul­ 
traviolet rays. 
Approval of the bill would 
make California the second 
state — following Oregon — to 


ban such fluorocarbon aerosols 
as hair spray and deodorant. 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr.’s 
proposal to create a state 
agency to monitor private 
hospital rates and charges goes 
before the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee Tuesday.

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Tuna fishermen forced to 
reduce porpoise killings 


Archbishop to visit Hungary 
State's housing market hectic as ever 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - En­ 
vironmental groups applaud the 
U.S. tuna fleet which this 
season reduced accidental kill­ 
ing of dolphins and porpoises by 
almost 500 per cent 
But the industry isn’t exactly 
taking a bow, according to En­ 
vironmental Defense Fund 
lawyer William Butler 
Butler said the industry has 
reduced its kill to one porpoise 
for every four tons of yellowfin 
tuna, thanks to ‘‘required new 
equipment, the pressure of 
observers on board and a cau­ 
tion which skippers are exer­ 
cising ” 
He said the industry easily 
will stay within the yearly 
quota of a 63.000 porpoise kill 
but still wants to return to its 
quota of 74.000 from last 
season 
Butler said “ peer pressure is 
starting to come into play, forc­ 
ing a few careless skippers to 
clean up their act.” 
Certain porpoises, air-breath­ 
ing mammals like man. swim 
above yellowfin tuna and lead 
the fishermen to their catch 
The porpoises, however, get 
caught in the nets and drown 
when they are unable to come 
up for air They are not used as 
food in the United States and 
are thrown overboard. 
“ More than 6 million of these 
friendly animals have been 
drowned or otherwise mortally 


injured in the nets of the 
American tuna fishermen since 
1960,“ according to Monitor, an 
environmental consortium. 
“ We can’t be pleased by the 
tens of thousands of porpoise 
killed every year, but it’s far 
better than the 104,000 the in­ 
dustry killed last year,” said 
Butler, noting the figure ex­ 
ceeded the official quota. 
This year for the first time 
fishermen used fine-mesh nets 
which do not snare porpoise 
flippers. 
Regulations are pending to 
require the fishermen next 
season also to use an “ apron” 
like net, which will allow por­ 
poises to ascend with the net to 
the surface and hop over the top 
while trapping the deep- 
swimming tuna. 
Butler said his group agrees 
with the government’s goal of 
reducing the quota by 50 per 
cent to about 30,000 in 1980. 
“ We don’t want to put the 
tuna industry out of business — 
we just want to force them to 
keep the porpoise kill down,” 
said Butler

Lanny gets PGA title, long exempt status 
Wadkins bests Littler in playoff 


Keeping up 
the good work 


PEBBLE BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - 
Lanny Wadkins had beaten Gene Littler 
in sudden death only a few minutes 
before to win the PGA Championship, 
and one of the first questions thrown at 
him was. did he realize what he had done 
or was it going to take a few days before 
everything sank in. 
“ I know it means a lot of things.” he 
replied, ‘‘but the most important is that 
it won me 10 years of exemption on the 
tour.” 
Wadkins. and the rest of the field Sun­ 
day. seemingly had no chance to catch or 
beat Littler, the veteran Californian who 
went into the final round with a four-shot 
lead, which he widened to five on the 


turn 
But a series of mistakes — four bogies 
in a row. from the 12th through the 15th 
— gave Jack Nicklaus and Wadkins a 
chance to fight it out. 
‘‘I made a lot of bad decisions,” Littler 
said sadly. ‘‘I mis-clubbed at least a half 
dozen times, which you can’t do on Peb­ 
ble Beach.” 
Nicklaus, whose 16 victories in major 
events is an all-time record, couldn’t get 
his game together, at least not enough, 
and he bowed out with a bogey on the 
17th Wadkins, playing earlier, birdied 
the 18th and was waiting on the sidelines 
for Littler to finish. 
Littler parred in for a 76, compared to 


Lanny’s 70, and he and Wadkins went off 
to the first hole to begin the first playoff 
in history for a major championship. 
Nicklaus finished only a shot back (at 5- 
under 283) and he was disappointed. 
It was only the fourth victory in 
Wadkins’ pro career, which started in 
1971 and never really went anywhere. 
‘‘Your approach to the game is a lot 
different when you know you don’t have 
to qualify in order to play,” Wadkins 
said. ‘‘As I said, that is very important to 
me. Of course, winning a major cham­ 
pionship is something special. It kind of 
caps my year.” 
In addition to tour exempt status for 
the next 10 years, Wadkins won $45,000, 


the biggest check of his career, five-year 
exemptions to the Masters and U.S. Open 
and places in the Ryder Cup competition, 
the World Series of Golf and the World 
Cup. 
Littler won $25.000 but had his heart 
set on being No. I this week. 
‘‘I don’t feel very good about all this,” 
he said. ” It would have been nicer had I 
won.” 
“ I feel sorry for what happened to 
Gene,” said Wadkins. ‘‘He’s a very nice 
person and a great competitor. I told him 
after the third round Saturday that I was 
rooting for him to win and I still felt that 
way Sunday until things started turning 
around.”

We’ll even break up our 
schedule, delete home games, 
anything to schedule a top 
school 
“In effect, we’ll go out of our 
way to accom m odate ‘Top 
Twenty’ team s on our schedu­ 
le.” 
The coach said CBS asked 
USF to play Kentucky in a 
nationally televised game. 
“ We were more than happy to 
play Kentucky in a home-and- 
home’ situation but, they were 
extremely reluctant to come to 
the West Coast to play us at our 
Memorial Gym here on cam ­ 
pus.” Gaillard said 
“ We offered to play at Lex­ 
ington two years in a row if they 
would come out here to play us 
on a neutral court this year 
They said. ‘No w ay.’” 
Two years ago. Gaillard said, 
the Dons traveled to Cincinnati 
where they played in a national­ 
ly televised game in which USF

Alcoholics on the job 


The National Chamber of 
Commerce in a recent report 
tells us the Justice Depart­ 
ment has decided alcoholics 
and drug addicts are con­ 
sidered handicapped and are 
to be afforded the same 
employment rights as are 
other minorities. 
According to the Chamber, 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
issued the Justice Department 
opinion in April, and was 
quickly followed by another 
statement out of the Labor 
De par t ment stating any 
American employer who fails 
to 
c o n s i d e r 
q u a l i f i e d 
alcoholics and drug abusers 
for employment because of 
their handicap are clearly 
violating the law. 
When queried as to the ac­ 
tual numbers of people who 
might be affected by this 
federal determination, an as­ 
sistant 
labor secretary 
referred the question to the 


President’s Commission on 
the Handicapped. 
Perhaps 
predictably in such matters, 
the commission stated it does 
not deal with alcoholics and 
drug abusers. 
As pointed out by the 
Chamber article, it should be 
comforting for minorities out 
of work to know they are in 
competition for a job with 
problem drinkers and drug ad­ 
dicts. 
Too, wouldn’t OSHA 
j u s t 
l o v e 
to 
find 
un­ 
rehabilitated alcoholics and 
drug addicts working in an in­ 
dustry with and around poten­ 
tially dangerous equipment? 
Under the law, an employer 
couldn’t prevent such a cir­ 
cumstance from occurring. 
A lot has been said in recent 
years about the court system 
of the land being somewhat 
out of touch with the reality of 
the times. Perhaps we have a 
contender for that dubious dis­ 
tinction.

bursement 
Still being disputed by GSA are 
numerous other items, including the ex­ 
penditure of public funds for repairs to 
the personal auto of a Carter staff 
m em ber, rental of a tuxedo by a 
presidential aide who needed formal at­ 
tire to attend an inaugural week party 
and the processing of photographs of the 
President’s daughter, Amy. 
The official job description for 
Kallaur’s new post as an associate ad­ 
ministrator of GSA gives him direct 
authority over the agency’s press rela­ 
tions and congressional relations, the 
most likely source of troublesome ques­ 
tions about those disbursements 
But Kallaur says it is “ not con­ 
templated” that he will exercise that 
authority, and that he plans to con­ 
centrate instead on policy and planning 
issues Nevertheless, his presence in the 
executive wing at GSA's headquarters 
building here has caused lower ranking 
GSA staff members to have second 
thoughts about continuing to dispute his 
judgment in spending the transition 
money.

penditures on behalf of C arter and his 
staff during the transition period. 
The GSA staff compiled a detailed list 
in response to the congressman's query, 
but m ajor alterations were made by 
their bosses before the reply was mailed 
to Richmond, along with a covering let­ 
ter from GSA Administrator Joel W 
Solomon, one of several other 
Carter 
loyalists recently named to key policy­ 
making positions at the agency. 
Totally obliterated from the compila­ 
tion — without any indication that the 
list had been altered — was information 
revealing both the amount of each Carter 
expenditure and the numerous instances 
in which im proper payments later had to 
be refunded. 
Another recent attem pt to quash the 
continuing controversy over the transi­ 
tion fund involves Jonathan Stein, 
Kallaur's deputy in overseeing disburse­ 
ment of the C arter money. 
According to a memo in GSA files, 
after Stein was informed in mid-June 
that an audit uncovered questionable 
payments he had received, he hastily 
repaid GSA $40 for a Washington-New 
York trip taken last Dec 23 — almost six 
months earlier — and offered this ex­ 
planation: 
“ It s not that this payment was really 
improper. I just don t want it questioned 
since it’s so close to Christm as It's not 
worth $40 to have it questioned 
C arter's aides repeatedly have insisted 
that although there may have been some 
honest m istakes, there were no im ­ 
proprieties in their handling of the tran­ 
sition funds. But there are increasing in­ 
dications that somebody has initiated a 
coverup to hide something em barrass­ 
ing.

He warned that the Soviet Union may 
“cite the example of Northern Ireland to 
counter W estern charges of human 
rights violations within the Eastern bloc. 
It would be unfortunate,” he added, “ if 
American ignorance of the deprivation 
of human rights among our allies should 
provide th e ju stific a tio n for such 
behavior in the communist world.” 
The staff study charges that brutalities 
have continued in N orthern Ireland 
despite emphatic British statements that 
the m istreatm ent of Irish detainees 
ended in 1972. Detainees have charged 
that only last year police deprived them 
of food, w ater and sleep for long periods. 
Their cells allegedly were stripped of 
bedding and furniture, and guards prod­ 
ded them awake at all hours of the night 
and day. 
The detainees also claim that they 
were held in rooms without windows to 
disorient them, that police fired blank 
cartridges at them in “ a frightening 
perversion of the gam e of Russian 
roulette,” and that nooses were cinched 
around their necks “ in the enactment of 
mock executions ” 
The staff report also alleged that 
“ some detainees were forced to perform 
exhausting physical exercises or to run 
barefoot across glass strewn floors ” 
Others have been “ subjected to very 
crude and physically dangerous strip 
searches.” 
Footnote. The charges were vigorous- 
ly d en ied by a B ritish E m b assy 
spokesman. 
He called R osenthal’s 
allegations “ nonsense” 
and “ quite 
erroneous,” adding 
“ I don’t suppose 
any com m ittee of the Congress would 
waste tim e on such a thing.” 
PRISON ROMANCE - A few days 
ago, we wrote about true love behind the 
great, green walls of the Atlanta peniten­ 
tiary. 
We reported that inmate No. 
96321-131, Farrell Kirk, had managed to 
m arry his fiancee, Marcella Brockett, in 
violation of a stern prison policy against 
unauthorized romance behind bars. 


The blissful event occurred in the 
visiting room last January in plain view 
of the unsuspecting guards. 
The 
ceremony was performed surreptitiously 
by the Rev. Jam es Gallahan. himself an 
inmate. It was a romantic coup, which 
the prison authorities perhaps should 
have taken in good humor. 


But we have now learned that the 
authorities weren't at all amused, and 
the romance isn't having a happy-ever- 
after-ending. 
Em barrassed over their 
failure to discover the m arriage for six 
m onths, the o ffic ia ls h ave taken 
reprisals against the newlyweds. 


First, Kirk’s good-time credit has been 
revoked as punishm ent for getting 
m arried without perm ission 
This 
means he won't get an early release 
M arcella’s rights to visit her new hus­ 
band have also been revoked. 
This 
means the couple won't be able to see 
each other for three years.

The ex-husband threatened, before, to 
take custody of M arcella's child. 
M arriage seemed to be the only way for 
her to keep the child until K irk's release. 
So the deserpate couple m arried in 
secret. 
Now Farrell Kirk on the inside and 
Marcella on the outside wait glumly for 


further reprisals from those unromantic 
prison officials. 
HUMPHREY HUFFS - Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn , as befits a senator 
with a lot of cows in his state, is quick to 
scream over ice cream .

“ My dear friend, Joe. somebody in 
FDA is off their rocker, and I want to 
forewarn you that those of us that repre­ 
se n t d airy p ro d u c e rs ... w ill do 
everything possible to block this 
ridiculous provision 
“ So you te ll th ose b u syb od ies to get 
ready for a knockdown, drag-out fight. I 
have never heard of a more asinine 
proposal in all the years that I have been 
in Congress.”

“If you want to find out how indispen­ 
sable you really are,” said one mother, 
“just get a job and wait for the phone to 
ring My kids have had me called out of 
conferences involving thousands of 
dollars to e le ctrify me w ith such 
breathless decisions as: 
1. Can I split a Pepsi with Kathy? 
2 
Guess what the dog dug up? 
3. Did you wash my white shorts for 
gym tomorrow? 
4 
I got an 83 on my health test. 
5. Rick just got his driver’s license. 
Can I go with him to town and see how he 
does in traffic? 
The plight of the working mother and 
Telephone Crisis reaches a feverish 
pitch in the sum m er months when the 
children are at home. There is perhaps 
nothing that strikes fear in a m other’s 
heart as much as the following sequence. 
“ Hello. Mom 
This is Debbie.” 
“ GIVE ME THAT PHONE! 
Mom, 
this is Wesley and make her stop slap­ 
ping." 
“ You're gonna get it. 
I’m telling. 
Mom, tell him it is his turn to set the 
table ” 
“ I thought you told her she couldn’t 
have 15 girls in here at once.” 
“ I'm telling 
Mom. did you know .. 
quit it! You're hurting m e.” 
“ You're not even bleeding much 
Mooooommmmmmmmmm! ” 
Click. 
Until Telephone Crisis is resolved, it is 
safe to assume there will not be a woman 
in the White House 
Can you imagine 
getting a busy signal on the Hot Line?

The conventional wisdom that one 
needs to spend one’s time in probing the 
cause of our social maladies A few very 
bright men (e g , Jam es Q. Wilson. 
Ernest Van Den Haag) have been trying 
to tell us, particularly in the field of 
penology, that it would be splendid if we 
were to discover the causes of crime, or 
th e te c h n iq u e s of 
rehabilitation, but it is 
our absorption with 
these pursuits that dis­ 
tracts us from coping 
with crime. 
Weeks 
after the anarchic out­ 
burst in New York 
City, the talk still 
tends to dwell on the 
causes of it. But what 
should be done? 
H ere w ith 
a 
few 
propositions: 
1. More people than 
are now in jail ought to be in jail. 
2 
The objection that there are not 
enough jails is an insufficient one There 
are two ways of dealing with the 
problem. 
The first would be to build 
more jails 
The second would be to 
release from jail prisoners who have 
been sent there as punishment for com­ 
mitting non-violent crim es 
In Federal 
institutions, only 25 per cent of the in­ 
mates are there for having murdered, 
kidnaped, raped, or mugged 
In New 
York State prisons. 30 per cent of the in­ 
habitants are not guilty of violent 
crimes. These people could be punished 
in different ways, outside jail. 


3. There being no way to make parents 
responsible for the behavior of their 
children when there are no parents (it is 
estimated that over 50 per cent of black 
teen-agers in New York City live without 
one or more parent) legal distinctions 
between children and adults should be 
abolished where there are no parents; 
and where there are parents, they should 
be abolished after repeated offenses 
4 Judges or parole boards who release 
a prisoner of whatever age before he is 
25 years old, who has been convicted 
three times of a Class A misdemeanor, 
or twice of a Class E felony, should be 
subject to impeachment proceedings. 
5 The community should acknowledge 
responsibility for failures to grant 
adequate protection to a member of that 
community. 
Victims of violent crimes 
should be compensated; so also should 
victim s of theft, under reasonable 
regulations. 
Now none of this suggests thought 
should cease to be given to the causes of 
every kind of misbehavior 
If the future 
holds for us some th au m atu rg ical 


medication that will transform the Son 
of Sam into St. Francis of Assisi, we 
should by all means do our best to get it 
past the Federal Drug Administration. 
But the methodological breakthrough 
is overdue: 
we must reason from the 
particular back toward the general, 
rather than the other way around. It is 
nice to see old Spencer Tracy movies 
with Father Flanagan saying such things 
as: “There’s no such thing as a bad boy,” 
But the broken arm , the ravished girl, 
the tortured old man, are the concrete 
realities. It does not preclude any kind 
of inventive ministrations to bad boys to 
rule that these should be given inside 
prison walls 
Going after the symptom of the dis­ 
ease (a cognate cliche) is unreasonable 
only when it is not known how to treat 
the disease Since we do not know how to 
treat the disease, lacking — for instance 
— the authority to require people to 
procreate children only in wedlock, then 
we must ask whether dealing with the 
symptom isn’t to be preferred to doing 
nothing at all. 
The answer should be plain. 
But of 
course it isn't, and that is why no reform 
movement has grown out of the awful 
events of the past weeks, and years.

motel and restaurant prices and I am 
sure they would gladly pay a small token 
payment for such a place. This would be 
filling a housing need. 


Mr. Brown has certainly been filling 
the needs of this community for the past 
three years by providing a 24-hour taxi 
service. The last time I can remember 
that Lompoc had such a taxi service was 
18 or 19 years ago when the old V-Cab 
was still in business. 


If the Community Development people 
really wanted to do something to help the 
town then why don’t they use these 
taxes, that are being wasted, in trying to 
do something for the young people of our 
community? These same young people 
are the ones that are going to be the 
mayor, city council and government of 
tomorrow. 


Their energy needs to be channeled 
into the right direction or we have the 
graffiti all over the walls, the “ pot par­ 
ties," the teen-age drinking problems 
and all the rest that is going on because 
no one cares and they have no way of us­ 
ing this excess energy constructively. 


Our local police force cares about the 
teen-agers and they are doing a super job 
with the explorers These kids work hard 
for this town and their time and efforts 
aren’t even appreciated
